This Is near the 
place where, the Dussoldorf II. landed 
and It Is thought that the balloon was 
mistaken for the America n. If the 
America • has escaped the dangers of 
landing on any of the inland lakes the 
aeronauts still face the serious hard- 
ship of forcing their way through the 
laffling forests of the now freezing 
mrth, through which rove bands of 
wolves and wild animals.

If all murder cases in this country were tried and disposed 
of as 


promptly as that of Dr. Crippon we should soon see an end lo lynching. 


The rapidity with which the Crippen triaJ was disposed of in London 


might lead to Ihe idea, that the prisoner was not given much consideration; 
"but sin* was nol the case. He was provided with the best legal talent in 
the country and everything was done to defend him in flic best; possible 
manner. The government did not want to convict him if he were innocent, 
but on the other hand if did not permit, any legal tactics for the solo pur- 
pose of evading- the penalty of the law or for obstructing the. course of 
justice. 


.If murder trials were conducted with the same celerity in this country 


the- main eauso of lynching would be removed. H is the law's delays that are 
responsible in many canes for the assembling of mobs to lake prisoners from 
jail and lynch them in the most cruel manner. 


The Crippen case was begun on Tuesday and on Saturday he was con- 


victed and sentenced lo be hanged next month. He was admonished at the 
sume lime to hold out: no hope of escape from the penally of the law and 
to make peace with his C4od during the brief time allowed before execution. 


Altogether the trial and conviction hiivelieeirof the kind that will have 


o. salutary effect in preventing such crimes in the future and that, not 
revenge on Ihe prisoner is the main object of the law in providing for 
capital punishment.

tell us, and a shiver of apprehension 
starts at the Battery and quivers 1U 
way clean across to the Golden Gate 
America 
realizes with a start Its 


common mortality. with the hordes of 
India and Asia and semis to its health 
officials appeals to save it from the 
scourge which lias slain Its thousands 
and its tens of thousands in Europe 
and Asia. 


Not since 1892, when Asiatic cholera 


found its way to the port of Is'ew York 
from Hamburg, has the condition of 
foreign health held the attention oC 
our officials to such an extent as It 
does at present. The reason is to be 
found In the spread of the cholera epi- 
demic in'Europe and Asia, affecting 
Russia, 
Italy, 
Germany and 
other 


countries. 


It should ho understood thoroughly 


that there is no real occasion for 
alarm in. this country. 
Not only is the 


winter season approaching:, when the 
cholera bacillus hibernates and loses 
Its virulence to a great extent, but also 
our health officials are exerting them- 
selves to the utmost to avert its spread 
in this country. "Hardest worked man 
in Now York" is a recent description 
of Dr. Alvah Hunt Doty, health officer1 


of tha port o£ New York, who Is hold- 
Ing up every steamer on which the 
iholera germ might be harbored. 
Vigilant Precautions Against Plague 


The efforts of Dr. Doty to protect us 


from the cholera are ably seconded bj 
those of the health officers of other 
ports, although, of course, if any dan- 
ger exists it is most likely to manifest 
Itself at New York. 
Especially care- 


ful are Dr. Doty's precautions in the 
cases of vessels clearing..for this coun- 
try from Naples and other infected 
cities. Experts from the marine hos- 
pital service are equally vigilant in 
foreign cities, keeping the American 
authorities fully advised of the prog- 
•ess and spread of the disease. 


"When cholera appeared In St. Pe- 
ersburg some months ago," said Dr. 
Doty in a recent Interview, "extra pre- 
cautions were put in force at quar- 
antine, because I felt that it would In- 
vade Italy and western Europe, and I 
acted on this presumption long before 
.hero was any record of cases outside 
of Russia. 


"TJie methods applied are not only 


exhaustive in that they include a thor- 
ough examination and inspection of 
jersons, but there are also bactcrlo- 
oglcal examinations In all. suspicious 
ases, and this applies particularly to 
ill .vessels from Mediterranean ports, 
ot from Italy alone. I recognize that 
ho greatest danger Is through mild

unrecognized cases, nut there is little 
or no danger of cholera getting a foot- 
hold here, because every possible pre- 
caution is being taken. 
Cholera Isn't 


as dangerous to this country ns mea- 
sles." 


It Is at the quarantine station on 


Staten Island, commanding the Nar- 
rows, and on Swinburne and Hoffman 
islands, just.below the strait entrance 
to New York harbor, that Dr. Doty 
:tceps watch and ward over the health 
of the nation. 
On a bluff, overlooking 


:he entrance to the port is stationed a j 
ookout who reports the approach of] 
every vessel. There Is no other sale ' 


tho nation's greatest port. 
Every 


steamer from Europe bound for New 
York must pass under the ecrutiny of 
:he health officer before her command- 
er may take her up to her pier. Dr. 
Doty Is a state officer, although the 
placing of quarantine under federal I 
supervision has been discussed from j 
time to time. City and federal health ; 
officials aro co-operating with Dr. JJuty 
and his assistants. 
Safeguard In Nature of the Disease. 


A great safeguard for this country Is I 


'ound in the fact that the period of

incubation of cholera is from one to 
five ilayn. so that a case should have 
developed sufficiently for diagnosis be- 
fore a 
vessel 
bearing tho disease 


reaches an American port. Thus only 
criminal concealment on the part of 
the ship's officers or gross negligence 
on the part of the health officers could 
ac.coimt for the introduction of the 
cholera into this country. Fortunately 
for us, neither of these contingencies 
is likely to occur. The laws against 
concealment of disease on shipboard 
arc, string-out, and our health officers 
have high reputations for standing in 
their profession to maintain. 


What in known to the medical man 


r>3 tho prophylaxis and to the layman 
as Die prevention of cholera is aided 
greatly by the nature of the disease 
uml tlie method of its communication. 


It is communicable only by tho In- 


ffestlon of food or drink infected with 
tho cholera bacilli from the excretions 
or the vomit of sufferers. 
It is prob- 


ably never communicated by contagion 


—that is, through the breath, perspi- 
ration or other emanation from the 
patient. In other words, -cholera can 
be contracted only by being swallowed. 
As water is the^most common medium 
of propagation of the disease and as 
boiling is fatal to the bacillus, it fol- 
lows that the boiling of all water in- 
tended for human use Is recommended 
by authorities on the.disease. The ef- 
ficacy of other methods of prevention 
is greatly Impaired If this simple pre- 
caution is neglected. 
Spreads With Terriblo Rapidity. 


Even while laying stress on the im- 


probability of a cholera epidemic in 
this country the medical authorities 
on the disease do not attempt to mini- 
mize its seriousness or the virulence 
of the Infection. 
The possibility of 


having to handle a cholera epidemic is 
a nightmare to tho health hoards of 
the cities of America and Europe. The 
disease spreads and propagates itself 
with terrifying rapidity. 
It Is only a 


few months since It became epidemlo 


In Russia, yet recent official figures 
give 205,418.as the number of cases in 
the empire,. with 85,963 deaths. 
It 


should be borne in mind that these 
figures are official, and bureaucratic 
and that they underestimate rather 
than aggravate the seriousness of tho 
cholera outbreak in Russia. 
Prom 


that country the cholera has made its 
way into Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, 


Turkey and.Italy. The spread of the 
infection has put the other nations of 
Europe on their guars. 


Tho terrible nature of the disease 


may be gained from tho assertion, 
made on good authority, that of the 
mild cases about 50 per cent die, while 
of those with subnormal temperature 
and other aggravated'symptoms 90 per 
cent prove mortal. As In the cases of 
ecarlet fever and other virulent mal- 
adies, complications may follow re- 
covery from the cholera itself. Among 
these are lobar or lobular pneumonia, 
enteritis, nephritis and neurasthenia. 


India is the original homo of tho 


cholera. Indeed, tho disease Is known 
scientifically 
as 
cholera indica, or 


cholera asiatica. 
Scourge Spread by Moslems. 


A great source of Infection and one 


which tho medical authorities of the 


world havo been unable to combat 
successfully is the annual pilgrimage 
of the Mohammedans to Mecca, their 
holy city in Arabia. Since the time of 
Mohammed the city has been a cen- 
ter of infection, it Is said. The pil- 
grims are for the most part absolute 
and uncompromising fatalists, knowing 
little and caring less about sanitary 
precautions. 
Thus 
tho disease la 


spread from the crowded cities of In- 
dia to Mecca, thence to the shores of 
the Mediterranean, thence to the cities 
from which steamers leave dally for 
America and for the cities of northern 
Europe. 
"If we could wipe out the 


Mohammedan's Mecca there would be 
no more cholera," says Dr. Doty. 


This is only ono method of infec- 


tion of northern Europe, where the 
rules of sanitation are better known 
and more generally observed than they 
are in the southern parts of the con- 
tinent. 
Another prime cause of the 


sprjsad of cholera in Europe Is the 
carrying of the infection into Russia 
from Odessa, the great southern port 
of the Russian empire, situated on the 
Black sea, and thus in close proximity 
to the other sources of danger. From 
Odessa the present spread of the dis- 
ease, with its direction, is indicated on 
the accompanying map.

The question of the infliction oC cor- 


poral punishment on tho criminal idler 
Is agitating the French capital. 
The 


growth in number and enormity of the 
crimes 
committed 
by the hoodlum 


known as the Apache has roused the 
respectable Parisian to a realization of 
the size of the problem which con- 
fronts him. Hardly a night passes 
without the finding of the body of 
some one done to atrocious death by a 
single marauder or by a band of the 
Blinkers In the poorer districts of the 
city. 
The men who commit thcte 


crimes are tho very lowest denizens of 


the PYench city's slums, who remain 
dormant in tho daytime and emerge at 
night to waylay, to rob and to mur- 
der. 
In most cases their object Is 


gain, since an Apache, being human, 
must have the means of sustenance 
and holds himself above tho necessity 
of working. But many of the Apache 
crimes, such as assaults upon police- 
men, aro attributable to mere bravado 
and daring. Between the Apache and 
tho gendarmes there Is a perpetual 
warfare, and ft Is tho routing of the 
peace officers in so many cases that 
has roused Parts to tho need of taking 
drastic measures against tho Apaches. 


The name "Apache" as applied to the 


bad Parisian Is of recent origin. 
The

Coming Honor For the Man, Who Wrote "We 


Have Met the Enemy, and They Are Ours" 


O September, 1913, may seem 
a long look ahead for the 
planning of a public celebra- 
tion of a. historic event, but i 


does not seem so to the men and wo 
men who havo begun already prepara- 
tions for the proper remembrance o 
the centennial of Perry's victory on 
Lake Erie. Sept. 10, 1S13, Is an im- 
portant date in American history, anc 
it seems fitting that Its hundredth an- 
niversary should be marked by patriotii 
and commemorative exercises. 
With 


that end in view the erection and dedi- 
cation of a splendid memorial to the 
memory of Commodore Perry and his 
deeds are planned. 
The projected 


memorial, which will stand near the 
scene of Perry's victory over the Brit- 
ish fleet, is shown in the illustration. 


Whether or not, one agrees with ex- 


President 
Roosevelt's 
opinion that 


Perry's victory at Put-in-Bay "most 
certainly has been estimated at more 
than its worth" and that he "stands 
on a lower grade than either Hull or 
JIacdonough anc". not a bit higher than 
a dozen others." it is not to be denied 
that Perry Is one of the most pictur- 
esque figures in American history and 
that his adventurous career In the 
service of his country denerves'recog- 
nition.

:ommander and his exploits is well at- 
tested by tho numerous national, state 
and municipal honors paid to Perry 
and his men after the battle. 


In deference to Colonel Roosevelt's

(show also an advance. 
Copper, lum- 


ber, agricultural, implements, • upper 
leather, sole leather, cotton cloths, lu- 
bricating oils, naphthas, oil cake and 
meal, builders' hardware, sheets and 
plates of iron and steel, scientific in- 
struments, boots and shoes, automo-: 
biles, India, rubber manufactures, pipes 
and fittings, wire, 
sewing 
machines,, 


electrical machinery, metal 
working, 


machinery, structural iron and steel, 
cotton wearing apparel, and patent 
medicines, show increased expectations 
during the month: while illuminating 
oil, paraffin, naval stores and steel rails 
show in each case a slight decline. Of 
the leading foodstuffs exported flour,

TO STOP LYNCHINGS 
IN THIS COUNTRY 


If all murder cases in this country were tried 
and disposed of as 


promptly as that of Dr. Crippen we should soon see an end to lynching. 


The rapidity with which the Crippen trial wns disposed of in London 


might lead to the idea that the prisoner was not given much consideration; 
but such was not tho case, lie was provided with the best legal talent in 
the country and everything1 was done fo defend him in the best possible 
manner. 
The government did not want to convict him if he were innocent, 


but on the other hand it'riid not permit any legal tnc.tic.s for the sole pur- 
pose of evading (he penally of the law or for obstructing the course of 
justice. 


If murder trials were conducted with the same celerity in this country 


the main cause of lynching would be removed. It is the law's delays that are 
responsible in many cases for the assembling of mobs to take prisoners from 
jail and lynch them in the most cruel manner. 


The Crippen case was begun on Tuesday and on Saturday he was con- 


victed and sentenced to be hanged next month. 
He was admonished at tho- 


same time to hold out no hope of escape from tho penalty of the law and 
to mulio peace with his God during the brief time allowed before execution. 


Altogether the trial and conviction have been of the kind that will have 


a salutary effect in preventing such crimes in the future and that, not 
revenge on the prisoner is the main object of the law in providing for 
capital punishment.

The esteemed Salem News has the following comment upon Lynn's 


new charter and the opposition io charter reform in Salem: 


Lynn's recent decision in favor of charter reform, by which the 


administration of municipal business is going to be confided to a 
board of five commissioners, is still 
stimulating 
discussion. 
As 


Lynn will soon be placed in tho list of cities of 100,000 population, 
or more, interest as to the results of the change will he general; 
for somehow or other, the idea is prevalent in too many 
circles 


that the commission principle in municipal rule is valuable only to 
the smaller cities. When the issue of charter reform was vitalized 
in Lynn, the fact, was soon made apparent that what are generally 
termed the politicians wore almost to a man opposed to tinkering 
of or interference with the existent charter, under which 
official 


responsibility is negatived, and to tho. loose methods of which so 
many grievous errors in administration 
lire 
pardonably to 
be 


charged. It is gossip in Salem that local politicians arc similarly 


\ opposed to charter reform here. Wo havo no doubt of it. And yet 


if the voters at large needed one thing to convince, them that their 
Interests lie rather in resort to tho commission principle than in re- 
tention of the present double-board form of government. It could 
be found in the inimical ntltturlo of the politicians to the modern 
system. 


It appears that public seniimenl throughout •Massachusetts eilies i.<- 


sleadily becoming more favorable to Hie commission form of city charier as 
adopted in Lynn and Ilaverhill. 
It would.not be surprising to find Snlom 


following the example of Lynn and the same may be said of Lawrence and 
Lowell. The results attained by this new form of charter in Ilavorhill nnd 
Clielsen, not to mention cilips iu which (lie charier has been longer in opera- 
tion, Hliiml out us testimonials of Ihe highest clmrnrlcr in favor of Ihe com- 
mission chnrtor. At first much ohjoclion wns raised agninsl, Ihe recall, but 
later developments show that this is little morn than a last resort, in exlre.mo 
oases reserved (o pi'otcd the ci'i/.en.s against flngrnnl. nbuse.

IN CHOLERA'S FOOTSf IPS IN EUROPE 
PROTECTING AMERICA FROM THE DIRE 


10FFMAN ISLAND, NEW YORK HARBOR, 


In Russia, .yet recent, official figures 


QUARANTINE BUILDINGS, HOFFMAN ISLAND. 


By CHARLES N. LURIE. 
CHOLERA in New York harbo: 


—ocean liners held up and 
their passengers and crewa 
quarantines—the scareheads 
tell us, and a shiver of apprehension 
starts at the Battery and quivers its 
way clean across to the Golden Gate 
America realizes 
with a start its 


common mortality with the hordes o] 
India and Asia and sends to Its health 
officials appeals to save it from the 
scourge which has slain Its thousands 
and Its tens of thousands in Europe 
and Asia. 


Not since 1S02, when Asiatic cholera 


found its way to the port of New York 
from Hamburg, has the condition of 
foreign health held the attention of 
our officials to such an extent as it 
does at present. 
The reason Is to be 


round in the spread of the cholera opi- 
demio in Europe and Asia, affecting 
Russia, Italy, 
countries. 
Germany 
and 
other 


It should be understood thoroughly 


that there is no real occasion for 
alarm in this country. Not only Is the 
winter season approaching, when the 
cholera bacillus hibernates and loses 
Its virulence to a great extent, but also 
our health officials are exerting them- 
selves to the utmost to avert Its spread 
In this country. "Hardest worked man 
in New York" is a recant description 
of Dr. Alvah Hunt .Doty, health officer 


of the port of New York, who la hold- 
ing up every steamer on which the 
iholera germ might be harbored. 
Vigilant Precautions Against Plague. 


The efforts of Dr. Doty to protect us 


from the cholera are ably seconded by 
those of the health officers of other 
ports, although, of course, if any dan- 
ger exists It Is most likely to manifest 
Itself at New York. Especially care- 
ful are Dr. Doty's precautions in the 
cases of vessels clearing for this coun- 
try froni Naples and other infected 
cities. Experts from the marine hos- 
pital service are equally vigilant in 
foreign cities, keeping the American 
authorities fully advised of the prog- 
ress and spread of the disease. 


"When cholera appeared in St. Pe- 


:crsburg some months ago," said Dr. 
Doty In a recent interview, "extra pre- 
cautions were put In force at quar- 
antine, because I felt that it would In- 
vade Italy and western Europe, and I 
acted on this presumption long before 
there was any record of cases outside 
of Russia. 


"The methods applied are not only 


exhaustive In that they include a thor- 
ough examination and Inspection of 
>ersons, but there are also bacterlo- 
oglcal examinations In all suspicious 
cases, and this applies particularly to 
ill .vessels from Mediterranean ports, 
lot from Italy ulone. I recognize that 
he greatest danger IB through mild

unrecognized cases. But there Is llttl 
or no danger of cholera getting a foot- 
hold here, because every possible pre- 
caution is being taken. 
Cholera isn't 


as dangerous to this country as mea- 
sles." 


It is at the quarantine station on 


Staten Island, commanding the Nar- 
rows, and on Swinburne and Hoffman 
Islands, just below the strait entrance 
to New York harbor, that Dr. Doty 
keeps watch and ward over the health 
of the nation. On a bluff overlooking 
the entrance to the port is stationed a 
lookout who reports the approach of 
every vessel. 
There is no other gate 


to the nation's greatest port. 
Every 


steamer from Europe bound for New 
York must pass under the scrutiny of 
the health officer beCore her command- 
er may take her up to her pier. Dr. 
Doty Is a slate officer, although the 
placing of quarantine under federal 
supervision has been discussed from 
time to time. City and federal health 
officials are co-operating with Dr. Doty 
and his assistants. 
Safeguard In Nature of the Disease. 


A great safeguard for this country is

incubation of cholera la from one to 
five days, so that a case should have 
developed sufficiently for diagnosis be- 
fore a vessel bearing 
the disease 


reaches an American port. Thus only 
criminal concealment on the part of 
the ship's officers or gross negligence 
on the part of the health officers could 
account for the introduction of the 
cholera into this country. Fortunately 
for us, neither of these contingencies 
is likely to occur. The laws against 
concealment of disease on shipboard 
are stringent, and our health officers 
have high reputations for standing In 
their profession to maintain. 


What Is known to the medical man 


as the prophylaxis and to the layman 
as the prevention of cholera Is aided 
greatly by the nature of the disease 
and the method of its communication. 


It Is communicable only by the In- 
restlon of food or drink Infected with 
the cholera bacilli from the excretions 
or the vomit of sufferers. 
It Is prob- 
- 
— 
--.- 
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found in the fact that the period of ably never communicated by contagion 


—that Is, through the breath, perspi- 
ration or other emanation from the 
patient. In other words, cholera can 
be contracted only by being swallowed. 
As water is the most common medium 
of propagation of the disease and as 
boiling is fatal to the bacillus, it fol- 
lows that tho boiling of all water in- 
tended for human use is recommended 
by authorities on the disease. The ef- 
ficacy of other methods of prevention 
Is greatly impaired If this simple pre- 
caution is neglected. 
Spreads With Terrible Rapidity. 


Even while laying stress on the im- 


probability of a cholera epidemic in 
this country the medical authorities 
on the disease do not attempt to mini- 
mize Its seriousness or the virulence 
of the Infection. 
The possibility of 


having to handle a cholera epidemic Is 
a nightmare to the health boards of 
the cities of America and Europe. The 
disease spreads and propagates Itself 
with terrifying rapidity. It is only a 
few months since it became epidemic

should be borne In mind that these 
figures are official and bureaucratic 
and that they underestimate rather 
than aggravate the seriousness of the

Turkey and Italy. ,.3?he spread of the 
Infection has put the other nations of 
Europe on their Kuars. 


Tho terrible nature of the disease 


may be gained from the assertion, 
made on good authority, that of the 
mild cases about GO per cent die, while 
of those with subnormal temperature 
and other aggravated symptoms 90 per 
cent prove mortal. As in the cases of 
scarlet fever and other virulent mal- 
adies, complications may follow re- 
covery from the cholera Itself. Among 
these are lobar or lobular pneumonia, 
enteritis, nep'hrltls and neurasthenia. 


India is the original home of the 


cholera. Indeed, the disease- Is known 
scientifically as cholera 
indlca, or 


cholera aslatica. 
Scourge Spread by Moslems. 


A great sourco of infection and one 


which the medical authorities of the 


world .havo been unable to combat 
successfully Is the annual pilgrimage 
of the Mohammedans to Mecca, their 
holy city In Arabia.' Since the time of 
Mohammed the city has been a cen- 
ter of Infection, it Is said. The pil- 
grims are for the most part absolute 
and uncompromising fatalists, knowing 
little and caring less about sanitary 
precautions. 
Thus 
the disease la 


spread from the crowded cities of In- 
dia to Mecca, thence to the shores oi 
the Mediterranean, thence to the cities 
from which steamers leave daily for 
America and for the cities of northern 
Europe. 
"If wo could wipe out the 


Mohammedan's Mecca there would bo 
no more cholera," says Dr. Doty. 


This is only ono method of Infec- 


tion of northern Europe, where th6 
rules of sanitation are better known 
and more generally observed than they 
are in the southern parts of the con- 
tinent. 
Another prime cause of th« 


spread, .of cholera in Europe is the 
carrying of the Infection into Russia 
from Odessa, the great southern port 
of the Russian empire, situated on the 
Black sea, and thus in close proximity 
to tho other sources of danger. From 
Odessa the present spread of the dis- 
ease, with Its direction, is Indicated on 
the accompanying map.

Is agitating the French capital.

growth In number and enormity of the 
crimes committed by tho hoodlum 
known as the Apache- has roused the 
respectable Parisian to a realization of 
the size of tho problem which con- 
Fronts him. 
Hardly a 


.without the finding of 
night passes 
the body of 


some one done to atrocious death by a 
single marauder or by a band of the 
Blinkers in the poorer districts of the 
tity. 
Tho men who commit these 


:rimes are the very lowest denizens of 


tho French city's slums, who remain 
dormant in the daytime and emerge.at 
night to waylay, to rob and to mur- 
der. 
In most cases their object Is 


gain, since an Apache, being human, 
must have the means of sustenance 
and holds himself above the necessity 
of working. But many of the Apache 
crimes, such ns assaults upon police- 
men, are attributable to mere bravado 
and daring. Between tho Apache and 
tho gendarmes there is a perpetual 
warfare, and it Is the routing of the 
peace officers In so many cases that 
has roused Paris to the need of .taking 
drastic measures against the Apaches. 


The name "Apache" as applied to the 


bad Parisian is of recent origin. The 
calling of the dregs of the Paris slums 
nfter the bloodthirsty Indians of the 
southwestern United States was the 
inspiration of a Parisian journalist 
whose work brought him into frequent 
contact with the underworld of his 
city. He was a groat render of stories 
relating to tho American Indians, and 
the idea of naming the Parisian deficrs i 


of law and order after an Indian tribe 
camo to him because he fancied he 
saw a similarity In tho exploits of the 
two "tribes." The Idea "took", with the 
Parisian populace, but they failed to 
adopt with the name the American 
pronunciation. 
To them the Apaches 


are not Apaches as we enunciate the 
word, but "A-posh" (two syllables in- 
stead of three), In singular and plural. 


In cool disregard of the sanctity of 


human life the Apaches of Paris re- 
semble their namesakes of Arizona. 
But there is this difference: With the 
Indians 
the 
motive was 
generally 


bloodthlrstlness and revenge for what 
they deemed wrongs Inflicted on them 
by the whites. The Parisian Apaches 
assault, their victims, generally with 
knife or club, because they covet the 
latter's Indiscreetly displayed goods. 
The victims generally are residents of 
the city, since most foreigners have 
brains enough to keep out of tho low 
Paris 
slums after 
nightfall. 
The 


Apacho is not on exhibition at tho 
Jloulin Rouge and the other resorts o 


the pleasure seeking-tourist In Paris 
He prefers his own haunts, where h 
Is safer from police interference. 


The roots of Apachelsm are to b 


found in Idleness and love of drink 
The Apache is generally young. Hare 
ly Is a man above thirty-five recog 
nized as a member of this distinctive 
class. The Apache does not live 
long or persevere 
In his course 


crime past the age named. If he has 
not died from alcoholism or disease or 
wounds before attaining his thirty- 
fifth year he Is numbered among the 
inmates of the penitentiaries or the 
exiles in some penal colony. 
France 


Is rid of him, but she has had to main- 
tain him during a long course of crime 
and idleness, and It Is partly to ob- 
viate this necessity that the whipping 
post is proposed. 


It Is argued that the Apache^cares 


nothing for Imprisonment, since he Is 
assured at least of food and lodging, 
and it Is whispered that sentimental- 
ism has done something to relieve 
prison life of some of Its horrors. To 
the threat of death by means of tho 
recently re-established guillotine the

supervened on his natural love of life, 
a desire to shine in the memories of 
his comrades after he Is departed. 
Death by means of the broad blade will 
glva him posthumous glorification, he 
believes. 
Of course he relies also on

French ponoloplsts declare that the 


whipping post will solve tho problem. 
They say that the Apache who would 
commit with impunity crimes which 
might send him to death would shrink 
with loathing from the possibility of 
receiving a Inshlng with tho "cat." 
There Is no glory to be gained In a 
whipping, and the Apache knows It ns 
well ns do the men who propose the 
Infliction of tho punishment. Tho rear- 
Ing of the whipping post Is opposed by 
those who sen In It a reversion to bar- 
barism, and this view Is upheld by the 
men and women on tho other sldo of 
tho channel who desiro the abolition 
;;f whipping In British prisons.

that end In view the erection and dedl 
'cation of a splendid memorial to th< 
memory of Commodore Perry and his 
deeds are planned. 
The projected 


memorial, which will stand hear the 
scene of Perry's victory over the Brit- 
ish fleet, is shown In the illustration. 


Whether or not one agrees with ex- 


President 
Roosevelt's 
opinion 
that 


Perry's victory at Put-in-Bay "mosl 
certainly has been estimated at more 
than Its worth" and that he "stands 
on a lower grade than either Hull or 
Macdonough am", not a bit higher than 
a dozen others," It is not to be denied 
that Perry Is one of the most pictur- 
esque figures In American history and 
that his adventurous career In tho 
service of his country deserves recog- 
nition. 
That 
his 
contemporaries 


bought highly of tho young naval 
commander and his exploits Is well at- 
:ested by the numerous national, state 
and municipal honors paid to 'Perry 
and his men after the battle. 


In deference to Colonel Roosevelt's 


standing as a writer of history it may 


conceded that as a naval action, 


without regard to its consequences. 
Perry's exploit on Lake Erie was a 
small affair. Only about fiOO men were 
:ngaged on each aide, the Americans 
n nine- tiny vessels built on the lake 
>y Perry, the British in six that wero 
carcely larger. 
Tho American ves- 


els mounted fifty-four guns and tho 
Jrltlsh sixty-three, but the weight of 
ictal thrown by the Americans was 
lightly larger. But taken ns a herol 
exploit of arms, as a fight that was 
tho culmination of long, difficult prepa- 
ration, carried to successful comple- 
tion against great odds by a mnn en- 
feebled by Illness, Porry's victory on 
Lake Erie deserves Its rank among tho 
world's most famous actions.

printed many times. Simply told, It 
consisted of the dnfcat of tho British 
squadron by Mauler Commandant Oli- 
ver Hazard Perry, a man of twonty- 
elght, pitted against Captain Robert 
H. Barclay, a ono armor! veteran of 
Trafalgar, whoro ho served under the 
famous Nelson. After Perry's fliiKshlp, 
tho Lawrence, over which flow a flag 
with Lawrence's Immortal words, "Don't 
give up tho ithlp," hart been Hhattored 
by tho flro of tho British vessels Perry'

If all murder cases in this country were tried and disposed of as 


promptly as that of Dr. Crippen we should soon see an end to lynching. 


The rapidity with which the Crippen trial wns disposed of in London 


might lend to the idea that the prisoner wns not given much consideration; 
but such was not the cnsc. He wns provided with tho best legal talent i:i 
the country nml everything was done to defend him in the best possible 
manner. The government did not want to convict him if he were innocent, 
but on the other hnnd it did not permit, any legal tactics for the sole pur- 
poge of evading the penalty of the law or for obstructing the course of 
justice. 


If murder (rials were conducted with the same celerity in this country 


the main cnuse of lynching would be removed. It is the law's delays that are 
responsible in many cases for the assembling of mobs to tntc prisoners from 
jail and lynch them in the most cruel manner. 


The Crippen case wns begun on Tuesday and on Saturday he wns con- 


victed nnd sentenced to he banged next month. He wns admonished at the 
same time lo hold out no hope of escape from the penalty of the law and 
to make peace with his God during the brief time Allowed before execution. 


Altogether the trinl and conviction have been of the kind that will have 


a salutary effect in preventing such crimes in the future and that, not 
revenge on flic prisoner is the main object of the Inw in providing 
capital punishment.

HOLERA In New York harbo 


'—ocean liners held up and 
their passengers and crews 
quarantined—the scareheads 


tell us; and a shiver of apprehension 
Btarts at the Battery and quivers its 
way clean across to the Golden Gate 
America realizes with a start its 
common mortality with the hordes of 
India and Asia and sends to its health 
officials appeals to savo It from the 
scourge which has slain Its thousands 
and Its tens of thousands in Europe 
and Asia. 


Not since'1892, when Asiatic cholera 


found UH way to the port of New York 
from Hamburg, has the condition of 
foreign health held the attention of 
our officials to such an extent as it 
does at present. The reason Is to be 
found in the spread of the cholera epi- 
demic In Europe and Asia, affecting 


'• Russia, Italy, Germany and 
other 


countries. 


It should be understood thoroughly 


that there ' is no real occasion for 
alarm. In this country. Not only is the 
winter season approaching, when the 
cholera bacillus hibernates and loseo 
Its virulence to a great extent, but also 
our health officials are exerting them- 
selves to the utmost to avert its spread 
In this country. "Hardest worked man 
In New York" is a recent description 
of Dr. Alyah Huut Doty, health officer 


of the port of New York, who Is hold- 
Ing up every steamer on which the 
iholera germ might be harbored. 
Vigilant Precautions Against Plague. 


The efforts of Dr. Doty to protect us 


from the cholera are ably seconded by 
those of the health officers of other 
ports, although, of course, if any dan 
ger exists it Is most likely to manifest 
Itself at New York. Especially care- 
ful are Dr. Doty's precautions in the 
cases of vessels clearing for this coun- 
try from Naples and other infected 
cities. Experts from the marine hos 
pltal service are equally vigilant in 
foreign cities, keeping the American 
authorities fully advised of the prog- 
ress and spread of the disease. 


"When cholera appeared In St. Pe- 


.ersburg some months ago," said Dr. 
Doty In a recent interview, "extra pre- 
cautions were put in force at quar- 
antine, because I Jelt that it would in- 
vade Italy and western Europe, and I 
acted on this presumption long before 
.hero was any record of cases outside 
of Kussla. 


"The methods applied are not only 


exhaustive in that they Include a thor- 
ough examination and inspection of 
icrsons, but there are also bacterlo- 
ogical examinations In all suspicious 
ases, and this applies particularly to 
ill .vessels from Mediterranean ports, 
lot from Italy alone. I recognize that 
he greatest danger Is through mild 


unrecognized cases. But there Is little 
or no danger of cholera getting a foot- 
hold hero, because every possible pre- 
caution is being taken. Cholera isn't 
as dangerous to this country as mea- 
sles/- 


It Is at the quarantine station on 


Staten Island, commanding the Nar- 
rows, and on Swinburne and Hoffman 
Islands, Just below the strait entrance 
Lo New York harbor, that Dr. Doty 
keeps watch and ward over the health 
of the nation. 
On a bluff overlooking 


the entrance to the port is stationed a 
ookout who reports the approach of 
every vessel. 
There is no other gate 


to the nation's greatest port. 
Every 


steamer from Europe bound for New 
York must pass under the scrutiny of 
the health officer before her command- 
er may take her up to her pier. Dr. 
Doty Is a state officer, although the 
placing of quarantine under federal 
supervision has been discussed . from 
time to time. City and federal health 
officials are co-opi;rating with Dr. Doty 
and his assistants. 
Safeguard In Nature of the Disease. 


A great safeguard for this country is 
ound in the fact that the period of

Incubation of cholera Is from one to 
five days, so that a case should have 
developed sufficiently for diagnosis be- 
fore a vessel bearing the disease 
reaches an American port. Thus only 
criminal concealment on the part of 
the ship's officers or gross negligence 
on the part of the health officers could 
account for the Introduction of the 
cholera Into this country. Fortunately 
for us, neither of these contingencies 
is likely to occur. The laws against 
concealment of disease on shipboard, 
are stringent, and our health officers 
have high' reputations for standing In 
their profession to maintain. 


What is known to the medical man 


as the prophylaxis' and to the layman 
as the prevention of cholera Is aided 
greatly by the nature of the .disease 
and the method of Its communication. 


It Is communicable only by the in- 


restion of food or drink Infected with 
the cholera bacilli from the excretions 
or tho vomit of sufferers. 
It la prob- 


ably never communicated by contagion 


—that Is, through the breath, perspi- 
ration or other emanation from the 
patient. In other worts, cholera can 
be contracted only by being swallowed. 
As water is the most common medium 
of propagation of the disease and as 
boiling Is/fatal to the bacillus. It fol- 
lows that the boiling of all water in-, 
tended for human use is recommended 
by authorities on the disease. The ef- 
ficacy of other methods of prevention 
is greatly impaired If this simple pre- 
caution Is neglected. 
Spreads With Terrible Rapidity. 


Even while laying stress on the im- 


probability of a cholera epidemic in 
this country the .medical authorities 
on the disease,do not attempt to mini- 
mize Its seriousness or the virulence 
of the Infection. 
The possibility of 


having to handle a cholera epidemic is 
a nightmare to the health boards of 
the cities of America and Europe. The 
disease spreads and propagates Itself 
with terrifying rapidity. It Is only a 
few months since it became epidemic 


to Russia, yet recent official figures 
give 205,418 as the number of cases in 
the . empire, with. 96,963 -deaths. • It 
should be borne In mind that these 
figures are official and bureaucratic 
and that they underestimate rather 
than aggravate the seriousness of the 
cholera outbreak in Russia. 
From 


that country tho cholera has made Its 
way into Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Turkey and Italy. 
The spread of the 


infection has put the other nations of 
Europe on their guars. 


Tho terrible nature of the disease 


may be gained from the assertion, 
made on good authority, that of the 
mild cases about 60 per cent die, while 
of those with subnormal temperature 
and .other aggravated symptoms 90 per 
cent prove mortal. As In the cases of 
scarlet fever and other virulent malr 
adies, complications may follow re- 
covery from the cholera Itself. Among 
these are lobar or lobular pneumonia, 
enteritis, nephritis and neurasthenia. 


India is the original homo of the 


cholera. Indeed, tho disease Is known 
scientifically as 
cholera 
Indica, or 


cholera asiatica. 
Scourge Spread by Moslems. 


A-great source of infection and one 


which the medical authorities of the 


world havo been unable to combat 
successfully is the annual, pilgrimage 
of the Mohammedans to Mecca, their 
holy city in Arabia. Since the time of 
Mohammed the city has been a cen- 
ter of infection; it Is said. The pil- 
grims are for the most part absolute 
and uncompromising fatalists, knowing 
little and caring less about sanitary 
precautions. 
Thus the 
disease la 


spread from the crowded cities of In- 
dia to Mecca, thence to the shores ai 
the Mediterranean, thence to the cltlei 
from which steamers leave dally for 
America and for tho cities of northern 
Europe. 
"If we could wipe out tha 


Mohammedan's Mecca there would bo 
no more cholera," says Dr. Doty. 


This Is only one method of Infec- 


tion of northern Europe, where th« 
rules of sanitation are better known 
and moro generally observed than they 
'aro in the southern parts of the con- 
tinent. 
Another prjme cause . oi-jfha 


spread1 of cholera In Europe Is' the 
carrying of tho Infection Into llussia 
from Odessa, the great southern port 
of the Russian empire, situated on tha 
Black sea, and thus in close proximity 
to tho other sources of danger. From 
Odessa the present spread of the dis- 
ease, with its direction, Is indicated on 
the accompanying map.

HIPPING post or Apache, 


which will Paris have? 
The Apache she has al- 
ready, and she desires to 


rid herself of him. The lash she has 
not and, to her credit bo it said, does 
not desire, save as a last desperate 
weapon in the warfare on the Apache. 
But freedom from the Apache she is 
determined to have, and she may seek 
relief by way of the whipping post 
and the "cat." 


The question of the infliction of cor- 


poral punishment .on the criminal idler 
Is agitating tho French capital. 
The 


growth In number ahd'eriormity of the 
crimes 
committed by the hoodlum 


known as the Apache has roused the 
respectable Parisian to a realization of 
the size of the problem which con- 
fronts him. 
Hardly a night passes 


without the finding of tho body of 
some one done to atrocious death by a 
single marauder or by a band of the 
•linkers in the poorer districts of the 
«lty. 
The men who commit these 


trlmes are the very lowest denizens of 


tho French city's uluma, who remain 
dormant in the daytime and emerge at 
night to waylay, to rob and to mur- 
der. 
In most cases their object is 


gain, since an Apache, being human, 
must have tho means of sustenance' 
and holds himself above the necessity 
of working. But many of the Apache 
crimes, euch as assaults upon police- 
men, aro attributable to mere bravado 
and daring. Between the Apache and 
the gendarmes there Is a perpetual 
warfare, and It Is tho routing of the 
peace officers In so many cases that 
has roused Paris to the need of taking 
drastic measures against the Apaches. 


The name "Apache" as applied to the 


bad Parisian Is of recent origin. The 
colling of the dregs of the Paris slums 
after the bloodthirsty Indians of the 
southwestern United States was the 
inspiration of a Parisian Journalist 
whoso work brought him Into frequent 
contact with tho underworld of his 
city. Ho was a great reader of dories 
relating to the American Indians, and 
the idea of naming the Parisian deflers 


of law and order after an Indian tribe 
came to him because he fancied ho 
saw a similarity in the exploits of the 
two "tribes." The idea "took" with the 
Parisian populace, but they failed to 
adopt with the name the American 
pronunciation. To them the Apaches 
aro not Apaches as we enunciate the 
word, but "A-pash" (two syllables In- 
stead of three), In singular and plural. 


In cool disregard of the sanctity of 


human life the Apaches of Parts re- 
semble their namesakes of Arizona. 
But there Is this difference: With the 
Indians tho 
motive was generally 


bloodthlrstiness and revenge for what 
they deemed wrongs Inflicted on them 
by the whites. The Parisian Apaches 
assault thslr victims, generally with 
knife or club, because they covet th< 
latter's Indiscreetly displayed goods 
The victims generally are residents of 
the city, since most foreigners h 
brains enough to keep out of the low 
Paris 
slums after 
nightfall. 
The 


Apache is not on exhibition at tha 
Moulin Rouge and tho other resorts of

the pleasure seeking tourist In Paris 
He prefers his own haunts, where he 
is safer from police Interference. 


The roots of Apachelsm are to be 


found in idleness and love of drink 
The Apache Is generally young. Rare- 
ly Is a man above thirty-five recog- 
nized as a member of this distinctive 
class. Tho Apache does not live so 
long or persevere In his course of 
crime past'the age named. If he'has 
not died from alcoholism or disease or 
wounds before attaining his thirty- 
fifth year he is numbered among the 
inmates of the penitentiaries or the 
exiles in some penal colony. France 
Is rid of him, but she has had to main- 
tain him during a long course of crime 
and Idleness, and It Is partly to ob- 
viate this necessity that the whipping 
post is proposed. 


It Is argued that the Apache cares 


nothing for Imprisonment, since he is 
assured at least of food and lodging, 
and It Is whispered that sentimental- 
ism has done something to relieve 
prison Ufa of some of its horrors. To 
the threat of death by means of the 
recently re-established guillotine^the 
Apache professes an Indifference that 
Is not entirely assumed, since he has, 
supervened on his natural love of life, 
a desire to shine in the memories of 
his comrades after he is departed. 
Death by means of the broad blade will 
glvo him posthumous glorification, h« 
believes. 
Of course he relies also on 


the well known reluctance to inflict the 
death penalty. 


French penologists declare that the 


whipping post will solve the problem. 
They say that the Apache who would 
commit with Impunity crimes which 
might send him to death would shrink 
with loathing from tha possibility of 
receiving a lashing with the "cat." 
There Is no glory to be gained In a 
whipping, and the Apache knows It as 
well as do tha men who propose tho 
Infliction of tha punishment. The rear- 
ing of the whipping post Is opposed by 
those who seo In It a reversion to bar- 
barism, and this'View la upheld by the 
men and women on the other sldo of 
the channel who desire th« abolition 
of whipping In British prlsoni. 


Tho Illustration shows tho inspection 


hy a Paris police official of the torrlblo 
bracelets, or nplkcd wrist armor, taken 
from Iilabeuf, tho notorious Apache 
captured not long mo.

Ho relied with- merited confidence on 
those wristlets to save him from cnp- 
turo until, after n long series of crimes 
committed with Impunity, he oneoun-

ageous onoiiRli to fight him. Ono of 
:hem ho stubbed to death, and two 
others had their hands badly lacerated 
whllo trying to nrrcflt him, but tho 
fourth, with tho aid of one of his less 
badly Injured oomradM, flnnlly "got"

Coming Honor For the Man Who Wrote "We 


Have Met the Enemy, and They Are Ours" 


O September, 1913, may seem 


a long look ahead for the 
planning of a public celebra- 
tion of a historic event, but It 


does not seem so to the men and wo- 
men who have begun already prepara- 
tions for the proper remembrance o1 
the centennial of Perry's victory on 
Lake Erie. 
Sept. 10, 1813, Is an Im- 


portant date in American history, and 
it seems fitting that Us hundredth an- 
niversary should be marked by patriotic 
and commemorative exercises. 
With 


that end In view the erection and dedi- 
cation of a splendid memorial to the 
memory of Commodore Perry and his 
deeds are planned. 
The projected 


memorial, which will stand near the 
scene of Perry's victory over the Brit- 
ish fleet, is shown In the illustration. 


Whether or not one agrees with ex- 


President 
Roosevelt's 
opinion that 


Perry's victory at Put-in-Bay "most 
certainly has been estimated at more 
than its worth" and that he "stands 
on a lower grade than either Hull or 
Macdonough anc". not a bit higher than 
a dozen others," it is not to be denied 
that Perry Is one of the most plctur- 
esquo figures In American history and 
that his adventurous career in the 
icr-vlce of his country deserves recog- 
nition. 
That 
his 
contemporaries 


:hought highly of the young naval 
commander and his exploits Is well at- 
tested by the numerous national, state 
and municipal honors paid to Perry 
and his men after the battle. 


In deference to Colonel Roosevelt's 


standing as a writer of history It may 
be conceded that as a naval action, 
without regard to Its consequences, 
Perry's exploit on Lake Erie was a 
small affair. Only about 500 men were 
engaged on each side, tho Americans 
,n nine tiny vessels built on the lake 
by Perry, the British In six that were 
scarcely larger. 
The American ves- 


sels mounted fifty-four guns and the 
British sixty-three., but the weight of 
metal thrown by tho Americans was 
slightly larger. But taken us a horola 
exploit of arms, as a fight that wa$ 
tho culmination of long, difficult prepa- 
ration, carrle.d to successful comple- 
tion against great odds by a man en- 
feebled by Illness, Perry's victory on 
Lake Erie deserves Its rank among tho 
world's most famous actions. 


Tho story of th'o battlo has been 


printed many times. 
Simply told, It 


consisted of tlio defeat of tho British 
fcqunilron by Master Commandant Oli- 
ver Hazard Perry, a mnn of twcnly- 
clght, pitted against Captain Robert

Despite the higher cosltha St. Paul 


fur jobbers have enjoyed the largest 
business of their history this year. 
Representatives of St. Paul, fur houses 
are now in all parts of the world to 
purchase supplies for next year's use. 
The St.Paul houses buy in winter and 
manufacture in summer because the 
fur producing animal is trapped at 
the season when nature has given him 
the heaviest coat and at the time when 
the coat will be most serviceable to 
mankind.

was the making of buffalo coats that 
caused other cities to become over- 
zealous and lose out in the flght with 
St. Paul.

to rush along the process. The In- 
dians of the northwest had a deliberate 
fashion of their own for tanning and 
their methods were much better, leav- 
ing the fur softer and more .pliable. 
When Poor Lo sot hard up for cash 
lie traded his buffalo coat and buffalo 
skins for whatever he could get. These 
coats soon found-their way to St.'Paul 
and 
were 
afterwards 
distributed 
throughout the United States north of 
the Mason and Dixon line, and gave 
St Paul the reputation of handling the 
very best.
